2. Claims 1-5 and 8 (renumbered as 1-6) are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach a method of encoding an object with a watermark, wherein the 
encoding includes embedding a collection of features that can be used to facilitate 
computation of geometric distortion of the object after encoding, the method including a 
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step for making the collection of features resistant to collusion attack, wherein the step 
for is one of adding said collection of features in some of said objects and subtracting 
said collection of features from other of said objects, embedding said collection of 
features at a first scale in a first object and a second scale in a second object, 
embedding said collection of features at a first orientation in a first object and a second 
orientation in a second object, or obscuring said collection of features by designing the 
collection of features to become apparent only in an alternate domain, as required by 
claim 1, combined with other features and elements of the claim.
